Co n tests Declared Similar to 
Histo ric Civ il War Day s 
Qu estio n 


WASHINGTON, 
Mar. 
8 .—The 
validity of constitutional prohibition 
will be fought out in a legal battle 
of attorneys for the federal govern­ 
ment, the dry sta tes, the w et sta tes 
and liquor interests in the United 
Sta tes supreme court today. A deci­ 
sion is not expected before April or 
r aster. 
As the court, met, Elihu Root ob­ 
tained permission to file a brief for 
the United Sta tes Association sup­ 
porting the contention of Rhode Is­ 
land. 
One of the grea test a tta cks ever 
made on any statute or part of the 
constitution 
has 
been 
directed 
against the dry laws by 
the 
wet 
forces. 
It ha s drawn a vigorous de­ 
fense of prohibition from the federal 
government and dry organizations. 
The issue today centers on wheth­ 
er prohibition is a valid subject for 
an amendment to the constitution 
and whether the Volstead law en­ 
forcing the amendment is constitu­ 
tional. 
Probably 25 angles of attack 
have been launched against the two. 
Contests over prohibition ha ve de 
veloped into a legal battle between 
various sta tes and between the fed 
eral government. 
The issue is in 
reality sta tes rights 
and 
bears 
a 
striking sim ilarity 
to 
the historic 
question of Civil War days. 
The 
fact, one of the briefs for the liquor 
interests, declares the issue now be­ 
fore the courts is more 
important 
than the famous Ured Scott decision 
which upheld sta tes rights before 
the war.

Rhode Island vigorously contesting 
constitutional prohibition, while op­ 
posed to it are the
